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Approximately  15  million  hunters  took  off  after  game  in  the  United 
States  in  1962.   Figures  on  license  sales  do  not  accurately  reflect  the 
total  number  of  hunters,  since  the  States  differ  in  their  licensing  re- 
quirements.  However,  49  States  reported  a  total  of  13,996,353  hunters 
who  purchased  one  or  more  licenses  during  1962.   In  all  50  States, 
18,175,396  licenses,  tags,  stamps,  and  permits  were  issued,  at  a  total 
cost  of  $63,983,798,  which  was  $78,984  less  than  in  1961. 

The  total  kill  of  all  species  in  1962  was  952  above  that  of  1961. 
Of  the  principal  game  species,  the  take  of  bears  (black,  brown  and  grizzly), 
pronghorn  antelope,  deer  (white- tailed,  black- tailed  and  mule),  bighorn 
sheep,  and  mountain  goat  was  higher  in  1962;  the  take  of  moose  and  elk  was 
lower;  the  take  of  wild  turkey  dropped  by  13  percent. 

Again,  we  are  indebted  to  the  game  departments  of  the  various  States, 
and  to  officials  of  the  National  Park  Service  and  the  Branch  of  Wildlife 
Refuges,  for  providing  data  included  in  the  present  summary.   Trends, 
rather  than  precise  population  figures,  are  again  indicated  in  many  cases. 
Several  respondents  point  out  that  refined  techniques,  and  additional 
field  personnel,  have  led  to  a  reanalysis  of  available  data  and  a  revision 
cf  previous  population  estimates  which  do  not  necessarily  signify  a  popula- 
tion change.
